BIG FIRE IN A 


CANADIAN HOTEL 


Russell House ana Theatre at Ottawa 


Burns—Guests Fled in Their 


Night Clothes. 


Ottawa, Ont., April 9.—The Russell 


Hor-e, one of the leading hotels here, 
is on fire, and the Russell Theater, in 
the same bloct, Is already a total loss. 
The fire started at 1 o'clock this morn- 
Ing, 
after all of the 200 guests had 


retired lor the night. The fire made 
rapid headway, so that the clerks and 
other employes of the hotel had only 
time sufficient to rouse the guests and 
warn them to escape without stopping 
to save any of their belongings. Many, 
in fact, reached the street attired in 
their night clothes. It 'is -believed that 
in spite of the confusion and semi- 
panic that prevailed for a while, all of 
the 200 guests succeeded in escaping 
with their live,'. Occupying the same 
block with the Russell House is the 
Russell Theater, at which the "Bslle 
of New York" company was playing 
an engagement. V. soon became evident 
that the theater «ould not be saved. 
The company had left the theater/but 
the entire equipment of scenery' and 
costumes, which Is unusually elabor- 
ate, is a total loss. The Russell 
House is a huge five-story structure 
facing on Sparks street and covering 
nearly the entire frontaage 
of. the 


block. 
It is ibuHt with the old-syle 


mansard roof ai* ornamented at the 
corners and in the central front with 
square towers extending two stories 
above the main structure. The build- 
ing is not fireproof and there was little 
hope of saving'any part of it after the 
fire was found to have been fairlv 
started.

The minority stock- 
holders agreed to withdraw their suit 
enjoining the majority owners

• Court Upholds Minority Stock. 


This announcement came just prior 


to the handing down of a decision by 
Justice Dixon of the Court" of Errors 
and Appeals in Trenton ordering that 
the stay enjoining the purchase of the

FLOOD LIFTS SCHOOLHOU3E, 


Teacher Near Harrison, Neb., Makes Her 


Way to Shore, Secure* a Hone and 
Rope, Ruturns to Building and Save* 
Children and Bulldlug. 


Harrison, 
Neb., April 9.—An ex- 


traordinary incident of the White river 
floods happened here in the afternonn 
when Miss'Lizzie Cottman saved thir- 
teen children from drowning; 
Inci- 


dentally the daring woman also saved- 
schoolhouse No. 19 -for the Sioux coun- 
ty taxpayers. The whole affair is re- 
plete 
with 
heroic 
incidents. 
Miss 


Cottman is now in Harrison, as school 
No. 19 must be abandoned for several 
days. 
The building, a small frame 


structure, occupied a small glade 100 
yards from the bank of the White 
river. The stream had in the last few 
days reached the proportions of a tor- 
rent because of the melting snow and 
rain. Gradually the water backed into 
the ravine, and when Miss Cottman ar- 
rived in the morning the scholars were 
making merry in the building, which 
was nearly surrounded by the water. 


Flood Surround!) the Building. 


An hour later Miss Cottman 
was 


frightened by hearing the water pass- 
iag under the house with a roaring 
sound, which gradually increased. The 
land was twenty feet away and the 
water there was deep. The teacher at 
first concluded to wait for the assist- 
ance of some passing farmer. 
None 


came, and in an hour she felt the 
building shaking. 
The supports were 


giving away. Then she rushed outside 
and sprang into the flood, after making 
the children promise to wait inside. 
The little ones pressed Iheir frightened 
faces 
against 
the 
window 
and 


screamed as they saw their teacher 
battling with.the flood. Miss Cottman 
found the water nearly over her head, 
but she got through. Then she secured 
a horse which one of the children had 
ridden to school. From the stable she 
took a rope, and, leading the horse 
back, plunged again into the torrent. 
The rope she fastened 
around 
the 


horse's neck; and the" other end she 
made fast to the door jamb of the 
building.

By this time the building was float- 


ing and ready to drift off into the 
flood.' It required desperate work to 
swim the horse back to the shore, and 
Miss Cottman was forced to hold its 
head .above the water to keep it from 
drowning. 
Then the animal dragged 


the building close to shore, and it was 
tied to a u-ee and the- children sent 
home. The citizens are talking of the 
manner in which the heroic girl may .be 
rewarded. The county commissioners 
will be asked to donate her at least 
the price of the building she saved.
